The city council Monday eve- 


ning rejected a recommenda- 
tion of the merchants' division 
of the Covina chamber of com- 
merce that the two-hour park- 
ing ordinance be enforced. The 
request was in the form of a 
recommendation that the police 
department be instructed to 
ticket all cars parking more 
than two hours on Citrus ave- 
nue between .Badillo street and 
San Bernardino road with what 
is commonly called a courtesy 
card, or first notice of violation. 


The suggested text of the card was 


as follows: "Your attention is re- 
spectfully called to the rule of the 
police department restricting park- 
ing 'to two hours at any point on 
Citrus avenue between San Bernar- 
dino road and Badillo street. Said 
rule was instituted for your conven- 
ience. Will you please do your part 
to help make trading in our stores 
a quick and pleasant activity? Please 
observe the rules." . 


The recommendation was ordered 


returned to the merchants, with the 
suggestion that they work out some 
parking lot that .would not involve 
the city in any expense or any dan- 
ger of the city being held liable for 
da»j*sisK to cars so parked.

Tuesday following the action of the 
council Monday night was varied, 
many of the*f feeling that the park- 
ing problem has become one that is 
keeping many customers away from 
Covina stores. 
One businessman 


told of a customer who had come 
to Covina on Saturday night two 
weeko ago, drove up and down Cit- 
rus avenue and could not find a 
parking space and drove to Baldwin 
Park to make his purchases, with the 
statement later that he would not 
trade in Covina until some arrange- 
ment was made so that he could 
park his car without having to walk 
several blocks. 
"The ordinance should be enforc- 


ed or repealed," said another mer- 
chant. "It surely was intended to 
be enforced when it was passed some 
ten or twelve years ago. Two hours 
is ample tune for any trading and 
there are very few customers who 
park for more than that length of 
time, but as long as the ordinance 
is not enforced there are some store 
owners and clerks who will park 
their cars on Citrus avenue all day, 
usually in front of some other place 
of business. This can only be stop- 
ped by having the police department 
enforce the ordinance." 


Members of the committee which 


made the recommendation stated 
that they believed the use of cour- 
tesy cards would relieve the condi- 
tion greatly and would not cause any 
ill-feeling or work a hardship on 
out-of-town 
customers, 
who can 


usually transact their business with- 
in the two-hour limit. On the other 
hand, it would keep all-day parkers 
away from the business district. It 
was also pointed out that there is 
ample free parking space at the rear 
of the Ward drug store on West Ba- 
dillo street, where those whose busi- 
ness on Citrus avenue required more

A wide range in the costs of 


police protection, fire protec- 
tion, health service and other 
services in Covina and the 
other forty-three cities of the 
county is shown in a 500-page 
report released by the city of 
Los Angeles this week. 


Cost of police protection for this 


city was shown to be $1.71 per cap- 
ta, or $2.68 per $1000 assessed valu- 
ation. San Fernando was highest per 
ilOOO of assessed valuation at $7,87, 
and West Covina was lowest San 
Ternando ranked ninth in per capita 
cost, however, and eighth per square 
mile. All figures are based on 1932- 
1933. 


Health protection cost this city at 


the rate of 33 cents per capita, or 51 
cents per $1000 of assessed valuation. 
Tor this service, Avalon had the 
lighest cost per capita, and Bell the 
owest. On the basis of the square 
mile, howeevr, Pasadena was high- 
est, and Torrance was lowest. 


Fire protection costs per $1000 as- 


sessed valuation for Covina were 
52.66, but were $1.70 per capita and 
$5415 per square mile. Los Angeles 
city had the highest per $1000 of _as 
sessed valuation at $3.51, while Ver- 
non had the highest per capita cost 
at $35.88, and Beverly Hills had the 
highest fire cost per square mile,

Bill Would Curtail 
Adult Education 
Activities 


George C. Mann, chief of the bur- 


eau of adult education of the Cali- 
fornia state department of education, 
recently revealed an attempt on the 
part of certain interests to end the 
adult education program in Califor- 
nia. 


Assemblyman S. L. Heisinger of 


Fresno has introduced a bill stab- 
bing at adult education. This bill is 
now in the hands of the assembly 
committee on education. The sec- 
tions which it would add to the 
school code are as follows: 


"3.462. No adult shall be permit- 


ted to any evening high school class 
except in the classes of American 
citizenship, as provided in article 
XIV of chapter 1, part 4, division 3 
of this code, unless such person shall 
have first made a written statement 
under oath that the studies sought 
are needed in order to enable such a 
person to earn a livelihood. 


"3.463. No teacher, principal, or 


administrative officer shall solicit the 
attendance of an person to join any 
adult class maintained in an evening 
high school, and no advertising of 
any nature shall be allowed to in- 
fluence any persons to join such 
adult classes. A person who is not a 
regular person in the classes of an 
adult evening high school and who 
is In attendance at a forum or lec- 
ture of such high school, shall not 
be included as a pupil of such even- 
ing high school in the computation 
of the average daily attendance 
thereof." 


If this bill becomes a law it will 


destroy all classes of an academic, 
cultural, social or civic nature and 
would restrict vocational classes to 
only those students who would be 
willing to swear that the instruction 
was necessary to enable them to earn 
a livelihood. 


The bill further seeks to destroy 


all classes in the evening schools, 
even the vocational, by prohibiting 
the dissemination of information on 
the classes. Under the proposed bill 
a simple announcement of a sched- 
ule of classes would be prohibited. 
The bill, in addition, without appar- 
ent reason, seeks to prohibit the 
forum or lecture method of instruc- 
tion in the evening high schools. 


The enactment of such a bill would 


end in the Covina district all forms 
of adult education, except a class in 
training for citizenship. It would up- 
root a movement that has assumed a 
very definite place in the life of the 
community. 


The chairman of the assembly 


committee on education is Ford C. 
Chatters of Lindsay and his address 
is the State Capital, Sacramento.

Self-Help Units 
Give Report 
of Work 


The consolidated progress report 


of the California Self-Help Coopera- 
tive organizations, of which Covina 
unit No. 53 is a part, has just been 
received at local headquarters in the 
Coolman building, where Covina's 
unemployed are banded together in 
helping each other overcome the 
hardships of the depression. 


The report contains an interesting 


tabulation of figures showing what 
has been done in California by the 
cooperative units in producing the 
necessities of life and by trading the 
products of one community with 
other -units. A total of 3241 members 
in the state received support thru 
the organization, with 2637 receiving 
partial support. This aid was given 
thru work done in the various units 
which totaled 319,241 man-hours 
worked, total wages amounting in 
cash to $99,058.03. Federal grants 
under the FERA totaled $468,261.13 
in the state. 


Gardening activities are principal 


occupation of the Covina unit, ac- 
cording to Frank Lichty, manager, 
and B. W. McGowan, secretary. 
Many of those who have been out of 
work during the past year or two 
have now secured jobs for at least 
part time, and those who have not 
been so fortunate have been able to 
help themselves thru the gardens 
and by trading their produce for the 
products of other units, thus being 
able to make a living without seek- 
.ng charity from the more fortunate 
in Covina.

Citrus and Badillo, Covina 
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The Only Way Out— 


Easter is a natural reaction to the coming 


to life of things in the spring, after the long 
months when plants, and even animal life, 
have lain dormant. The impulse to rejoice 
and be glad is inherent and irresistible. The 
new blades of grass, the surprising beauty and 
purity of the early flowers; the song of nesting 
birds;—these are the heralds of nature's re- 
surrection. 


When it became imperative that an under- 


standable lesson be taught concerning the 
Risen Lord of the Christians, Easter, the fes- 
tival, fitted the need, and God and nature 
were linked as one, as they, indeed, should 
be. All nature is engaged in an annual re- 
demption. Of nature, we. too, are a part, an 
inseparable part. Paul recognized it, and told 
of it in one of his most beautiful, revealing 
passages. 


Easter belongs to all the world. It expresses 


the belief in life after death, which is inherent 
in all human beings. This belief is something 
that does not need to be taught. The belief 
would be present in the human mind, placed 
there naturally, had there never been such a 
thing as religion and religious rationalizing. 
That which quickens into life must first die, 
a lesson taught us visually on every hand by 
the springing of the seed, and the glorious 
pageant of field and garden. Man is a part 
of, not apart from nature. The promise and 
fulfillment are for him, as well as for the 
flowers that annually proclaim the truth of 
inevitable death and certain resurrection. 


Beautiful and desirable as are the Easter 


services of the Christian faith, one need not 
look there for exclusive proof that Christ is 
risen. "Gloria In Excelsis" abounds every- 
where, proclaiming that all things die, even 
Christ, and are raised again, even Christ, and 
with Him all that partakes of the Divine Plan. 
But the resurrection is more beautifully told,

of Christ's death and passion, than in any 
other attempt of religious philosophy down 
thru the ages. 


Each succeeding seed reproduces and re- 


creates for better or poorer, according to the 
opportunities afforded and embraced in the 
element in which it performs. Its striving is 
for better and more desirable plants, greater 
yield, added perfection in every cycle. And 
that is what Christ taught for the benefit of 
the human family—that by selection of 
thought and purity of action the human equa- 
tion in nature is moved onward and upward 
to better and finer fruition. "I am the Resur- 
rection and the Life," he said. He declared 
this to be true because he was teaching fun- 
damental truths, and if we be Christian or 
otherwise, we cannot gainsay these truths. 
They are not merely Christian. They are a 
part of universal law. They offer new life to 
us, the true and only way out of our present 
maze of perplexities and miseries, not because 
Christ was Christ, or because he was crucified 
or rose from the dead, but because he spoke 
simple truths, that if applied, will surely re- 
deem the world.

Four Horsemen afield, is changing the face of 
nature thruout the middle and southwestern 
states. 


Americans now past middle age cannot re- 


call such a widespread visitation in the past. 
It is the high point in a cycle of devastation 
and disaster that has crept upon this contin- 
ent since the world-war — the reaping of the 
whirlwind in the wake of our foolish sowing. 


We looked on stolidly, helplessly, when 


Europe burst into war flames in 1914; shrug- 
ged our shoulders, and proceeded to make 
money out of mass murder, taking the cynical 
view that we might as well benefit by it, inas- 
much as if we didn't, other noncombatant na- 
tions would. We planted the vast deserts to 
grain for the allies, thus participating at the 
very outset in a war that well-nigh destroyed 
the world. Then, when the hideous drunk 
was over, our deserts were stripped of cover, 
the dry years came, and the dust-storms have 
swirled over the United States to the Atlantic 
seaboard, and now into New Mexico and on 
into the lower valleys of California. 


That extremely dry years came after this 


great hysteria of war plowing and planting 
is merely a coincidence, the department of 
agriculture points out. But it still remains a 
fact that human greed, ever ready to profit 
from the evil forces that destroy others, is the 
primary reason why thousands of men, wo- 
men and children are today in the midst of a 
terrifying trek out of the once fertile area of 
America's midwest, the breadbasket of the 
world. 


Normal seasons will come, of course, and 


these lands will return quickly to agriculture. 
But erosion has destroyed much of the coun- 
try. When men and nations depart from the 
normal, engage in war, bring about a disloca- 
tion of all orderly processes of civilization, the 
reaction takes many sinister forms. "As ye 
sow, 
so shall ye reap." 


Strange, that civilization should persist in 


the belief that wealth can be acquired by 
ruthless destruction. Every pound of grain 
raised; every article of munitions and supplies 
used in the war went for utter waste. No 
man, 
anywhere in the world, would feed a 


horse and not endeavor to get his return by 
keeping the animal gainfully employed. Yet, 
we proceed to feed millions of men and ani- 
mals, not only not producing, but engaged in 
destroying, and we take the fictitious money 
and delude ourselves with a mirage of riches. 


It is sad to reflect that it is not we, of this 


generation, who must pay, but future genera- 
tions. The sins of the fathers are visited unto 
the third and fourth generation.

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more lemon plantings, and eventually a great- 
er surplus than before. 


He should know that lemon acreage is ex- 


tremely limited; that nature provides an auto- 
matic control over acreage expansion, and 
that the fundamental premise of market con- 
trol is to feed the public only that amount 
which can actually be consumed at a profit, 
regardless of supply. 


We who have lived, labored and pondered 


for a good many years in the citrus area see 
no possibility of an expanding lemon acreage, 
no matter what is done to exercise market 
control. We know that it is too costjy from 
the cultural standpoint to attempt to grow 
lemons unless in a reasonably frostless belt. 


This year we have a great surplus in stor- 


age, and correspondingly low prices. We have 
more competition in prepared fruit juices 
than in past years. And, we of the citrus in- 
dustry have actually been competing with 
ourselves, because the growth of the use of 
orange juice comes in conflict, to quite an ex- 
tent, with the use of lemon drinks. 


Solution, or partial solution, seems to lie 


in judicious market control; in more intensive 
advertising and selling; in the establishment 
of more storage in the east and southwest; 
and in finer quality thru drastic grading.

The Customer Is Right— 


Usefulness in the world has its same ratio 


with nations as with individuals. 


As long as Europe attempts to gang up on 


one nation, or groups of nations, to penalize 
them and prevent their prosperity, just to 
that extent consumption of commodities, or 
world trade, is injured. 


An unemployed person is a liability. His 


support is transferred from himself to those 
who are employed. A restricted and thwarted 
nation is merely a group of individuals unable 
to be completely self-sustaining and the dif- 
ference between complete national sufficiency 
and enforced penalty must be borne by other 
nations thru loss of consumers. 


That was the great tragedy of the Versailles 


treaty. Instead uf the policy of rage and re- 
venge as forced by this evil instrument, the 
defeated nations should have been allowed to 
rehabilitate as rapidly as possible, in order 
that world rehabilitation might be facilitated. 
Crushing the entente, and keeping it crushed, 
has proved to be a costly policy for Europe 
and the world. 


If we had the proper slant on world balance 


we 
would nurse along every customer, 


whether a nation or an individual. The cus- 
tomer is always right, regardless of race, 
creed or whether or not we hate him or like 
him. Economic balance depends upon the 
consuming power of individuals and nations. 


If President Roosevelt wants to turn that 


4880 million public works appropriation into 
quick wages and permanent national profits, 
he will spend a large portion of it in CCC 
camps. 


There is no reason why this department 


cannot be expanded to include higher age- 
brackets. The work already performed by 
our young men is just about the only sensible 
and permanent public work accomplished by 
the government's varied "make work" policy. 
As practiced, and of a necessity, the most of 
it calls for manual labor. This work therefore 
absorbs unemployment faster than any other 
agency. 


But the main virtue of it (which seems to 


be regarded as a by-product) is that it is con- 
serving national wealth; saving the water- 
sheds; making a continuance of civilization 
possible. If we improve and conserve the 
wealth in our national forests, we will one 
clay discover that, left-handedly, we stumbled 
upon something that made possible the per- 
petuation of the American people on this con- 
tinent. 


If Uncle Saiii's forces keep up the pace of the past 


year, kidnapers will discover that the old boy is 
neither kidding or napping. 


Moving Toward Tragedy— 


Disaster for the Dionne quintuplets and 


their parents can be predicted. Like Col. 
Lindbergh, they will become the victims of 
ruthless exploitation, made possible by yellow 
journalism. 


Already it is necessary to place guards to 


prevent kidnaping, and recently the Ontario 
government established a guardianship, vir- 
tually dictating to these humble parents the 
care and future of their infants. Why should 
these simple people be sacrified merely to 
furnish metropolitan newspaper circulation?

seat of Sheridan county. There he 
edited the Rushville Standard, rep- 
resented the Globe Investment com- 
pany of Boston in financing settlers 
who were acquiring 
government 


lands, acted as war correspondent 
:.or the Omaha Bee and did "picket 
duty" during the Indian outbreak 
on the Sioux reservation, and took 
an active part in politics and in the 
campaign for prohibition. 


Mr. Wood moved to Salt Lake City, 


Utah, in 1891, and shortly thereafter 
became cashier for the New York 
Life Insurance company. Later he 
was elevated to the position of 
agency director for the same com- 
pany, having charge of the district 
embodying Utah and certain adja- 
cent territory. 


In 1903 the company transferred 


him to Portland as agency director 
in charge of the Oregon territory. 
In 1907 he resigned from this posi- 
tion and came to California to make 
his home on an orange grove which 
he had acquired near the city of 
Claremont. 


A few years later, having yielded 


to the urge to get back into active 
business life, he took up his resi- 
dence in San Diego and for about 
two years was associated with the 
San Diego Army and Navy academy 
as an instructor in commercial law 
and other subjects. 


From 1913 to 1917 he was engaged 


in the general practice of law, in 
partnership with his son, in the city 
of San Diego. 


Shortly after his son's entrance in 


the army in the summer of 1917 
Mr. Wood was called to the super- 
intendency of the Pasadena Mili- 
tary academy in Pasadena, which 
school, was later moved to Covina 
then becoming non-military and 
thereafter being known as Califor- 
nia Preparatory school for boys. 


About six years ago he resigned 


his position with the school and took 
up his residence in the city of Co- 
vina, where, during his last years, 
he lived in retirement. 


He is survived by his wife, for- 


merly Emma F. Paynter, whom he 
married in Salem, Indiana, on May 
20, 1886. He is also survived by a 
son and two brothers, who live in 
Los Angeles, and by a sister, who 
lives in Kansas. 


He was a member of the Covina 


Presbyterian church, clerk of ses- 
sion, teacher of adult Bible class, 
elder in the church, member of 
board of review of Presbytery, and 
was twice commissioner to the gen- 
eral assembly.

From Trip to 
Old Mexico 


Returning from a forty-two day 


trip in the heart of Mexico, Mr. and 
Mrs. E. H. McHann arrived home 
last week tired but filled with en- 
thusiasm and knowledge of the Mex- 
ican inhabitants of their country. 


Mr. and Mrs. McHann, in company 


with ninety-six travelers, left Feb- 
ruary 23 on an official motor caravan 
thru Mexico, the trip being sponsor- 
ed by the government. Unable to 
condense her interview into a short 
description, Mrs. McHann gave a 
brief resume of some of the interest- 
ing sights and highlights of the trip. 


Of especial interest to the travelers 


was the city of Guanajuato, where 
they visited the mummy grottoes, 
where the peons who are unable to 
pay for funeral expenses are left in 
enormous caves, upright against the 
walls, and the corpses are left to 
mummify. Churches built soon after 
the thirteenth century are standing 
in excellent condition, with beautiful 
paintings and altars lined with gold 
and studded with precious and semi- 
precious stones. 


Not until the caravan reached the 


west coast did the travelers witness 
any real Mexican life, but here were 
people who lived in the primitive 
manner of their forefathers, and 
where few white people have ever 
set'foot. It was this trail that Harry 
Carr took into the interior of Mex- 
ico and of which he has written de- 
scriptive narratives. 


At Tepic, called the "Grand Can- 


yon of Mexico, the members of the 
caravan boarded the trains, traveling 
by motor over the mountains being 
prohibitive. In the one hundred and 
thirty miles of travel thru the can- 
yon, it was necessary to enter one 
hundred and thirty tunnels. 


At Taxco, called the dream city, 


founded in 1522, are located the sil- 
ver mines, and here are silversmiths 
who ply their ancient trade much in 
the same manner of years past. Mrs. 
McHann brought back a number of 
pieces of exquisite design, encrusted 
with native semi-precious stones. 


One of the most interesting sights 


was the fiesta at Mazatlan, which 
was very colorful and characteristic 
of its inhabitants. 


Class distinction in Mexico is one 


of very definite understanding and is 
apparent at all times. The life of the 
higher caste Mexicans is one of lux- 
ury and ease, and every modern 
convenience has been added to their 
vast estates. Mexico City has be- 
come very Americanized and one 
could well imagine himself in the 
city of Los Angeles, according to the 
visitors.
